fired by the American battle ships. 
The Spanish batteries are understood 
to have been virtually silenced and El 
Morro and the fortifications at Socapa 
and Punta Gorda are reported to have 
been demolished by the three hours 
uninterrupted hammering of the Amer- 
ican fleet.

I know that, as a rule, 
tha great corpora tioiis of today i 
choose heads of departments mostly 
from the ranks of college graduates 
holding subordinate places—not be- 
cause of the mere possession of di- 
plomas by the graduates, but because 
the college man so often displays 
more ability, sounder reasoning, bet- 
ter Judgment and quieter decision. 
But the young man who cannot gel 
to college should not te discouraged 
by this state of things. He should 
work and study all the harder. 


"-As a matter of fact," continued 


the speaker,'' almost any ydung man 
who really wishes to do so can go to 
college. It is aa easy to work your 
•way through now as it ever was. To 
be sure, owing to a combination of 
circumstances for which the colleges 
are not to blame, and which they 
cannot do away with, it is much 
man expansive nowadays at some of 
the older institutions than it ever 
was before. But if this is the deter- 
ring cause the young man who is de- 
bating with himself as to whether 
or not he should go to college need 
not hesitate, for it is still possible to 
take tbe fell course at nearly'every 
one of the smaller colleges at much 
leas cost than at Yale, Harvard or 
Princeton. AttheLeland Stanford 
faniversity in Calif omia, for instance, 
at Cornell, at Ann Arbor and at 
many other colleges wbich^ I might 
name the'training is all ttT" 
desired, and the finan«»fai require- 
ments are much lew than at the old- 
er eastern schools.

Company C are 
receiving quite substantial rations and 
it was only for a day or so that we lived 
exclusively on hard tack and bacon. 
Yet after all this food is not desirable 
when a man is sick, and what we 
most need is a sick fund, so that the 
sick can be supplied with proper food.

Expenses must be reduced in the 


Lima C., H. & D. shops fifteen hun- 
dred dollars between this date and the 
first of-July. Mr. Waldo, the general 
manager of the road, says so, and nib 
instructions must be carried out.
